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WATER. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  Waterworks  has 
been  good  and  the  quality,  as  shown  by  analyses  of  severer 
samples  taken  from  the  mains,  excellent. 

To  overcome  the  passage  of  grit  down  the  pipes  ”dirt 
boxes”  were  installed  on  the  trunk  mains  at  Bellerby, 
Stubbing  Hook,  Cowling  and  Thornton  Vatlass. 

The  rams  which  had  supplied  Rand  Grange  and  cottages 
were  disconnected  and  the  supply  to  this  district  was  taken 
from  the  trunk  main  at  Aiskew. 

During  the  year  ‘yG  connections  were  made  between  thr 
mains  and  private  houses  and  farm  houses.
